PERIODICAL EXAMINATIONS 

OME one has estimatea that about 

three per cent of the people are 

sick on any given day. About 10 

per cent are in perfect health, free 

from all symptoms, aches, pains, dis- 

comforta, disorders, defects, and dis- 

eases. The dthér 87 per cent’are sortie- 

where in between—neither perfectly well, 

on the one hand, nor definitely sick, on 
the other. 

This estimate finds support in a re- 
port on 16,000 insured males made by 
Dublin, Fisk & Kopf for the Metropoli- 
ian Life Insurance company and the Life 
Extension Institute.

These people were not sick. They were 
all at work and regarded themselves as 
somewhere about well. They were exam- 
ined in pursuance’ of a plan of periodic 
physical examinations. 

The -outstanding departure from the 
normal was in marked overweight and 
serious disease of the heart, blood ves 
sels, and kidneys. The examination ex- 
tended to habits. The outstanding de- 
partures from proper habits were over- 
eating, working too many hours, fatigue, 
and lack of exercise. The examination 
related to physical rather than to mental! 
health. The habits investigated were 
principally body, rather than mental 
habits. 


Thirty-seven and six-tenths per cent of 
the men ate a diet that was too rich in 
protein. In spite of that fact, no rela- 
tion was observed between a heavy meat 
diet and high blood pressure. Thirty-six 
and nine-tenths per cent drank too little 
water. Forty and seven-tenths per cent

drank too much coffee or tea. One-. 


third of the entire number used téo much 
tobacco. Sixty and eight-fefiths per cent 
took too little exercise. Fifty-six’ and 
six-tenths per cent had other hab- 
its. The number who were ovérweight 
was 20 per cent of the whole.’ Fifty- 
five per cent of the number had some 
kind of teeth defects. Sixteen per cent 
had flat feet.

'flavor, besides knowing exactly what 


is their composition. Choose firm 
/pork or trimmings and get it well 
| chilled before attempting to grind it, 
| but first scrape and trim and have it 
‘as immaculate as new snow. 

| For a plain sausage of farm type use 
| one-third, or even up to onehalf, as 
(much fat as lean pork. Grind both 
/and mix thoroughly. To each pound 
'of ground meat add one teaspoon of 
| powdered and sifted sage, one teaspoon 
of salt or salt to taste, a few grinds 
of white pepper, and a bit of cayenne 
| pepper. The old recipés call for “ red 
jand black pepper.”’ 

| Other seasonings, if to taste, can 
be added, but these are ample for most 
tastes. Mix them in thoroughly, make 
ithe meat up 


quantity, pack into a crock, put waxed 
paper over, and Keep in a cool place. 

To seal for longer keeping, put it into 
large glass cans and pour hot fat over 
it to seal. . 
| This sausage, made into cakes the 
| size of good biscuits and cooked, makes 
| an effective service. The cakes will 
not lose so much fat if they are rolled 
jin flour. Bacon fat is an excellent 
fat to put into the hot pan in which 
they are to be cooked—five to eight 
minutes to a side or reasonably con- 
sidering size and fire—but butter is 
better for the beginner to use because 
it burns at a lower temperature. 

If the pan is hot at the start to 
meet the cold meat it may then be 
mediurn and butter will not be burned 
for the ten or more minutes of the 
cooking.

Expect Larger Corn Run. 


In the last few days a local cash house 
has made a canvass of 100 Illinois coun- 
try stations, and in a majority of in- 
stances it was said the long expected 
movement of corn to terminal markets 
would get under way after the holidays 
providing the weather was cold. The 
futures market acted heavy, May selling 
down to 81%c, a new low for the week, 
but short covering made a rally toward | 
the last. Cash basis here showed little 
change, with receipts 348 cars. Oats 
were dominated by the action of corn, 
with scattered liquidation on in Decem- 
ber. The northwest sold May, while 
eash interests bought December and sold 
May at 45c difference. While there was 
no material pressure on rye, the market 
Was easy, due to the weakness in wheat. 

Brokers who usually act for packers 
were fair buyers of lard and made a 
higher range, the finish being at net gains 
of 7%@lbc. Ribs were unchanged to 2%e 
lower and bellies unchanged.
